ST. PETERSBURG HOPEFUL, 


BUT DISPOSED TO BEDARD THE 
SITUATION AS CRITICAL. 


RUSSIANS MAKE AN ADVANCE. 


Reports from Russian sources give a 
more hopeful \iew of the situation of 
Gon. Kuropatkin’s army. That com¬ 
mander has reoccupled and hold* the 
town of Shakhe. the possession of 
which for several days was first with 
one and then with the other of the con¬ 
tending armies. Reports from the 
Russian left wing, for the safety of 
which there had been much anxiety, 
are no later than the night of October 
13. It had been fighting for two days 
for possession of Tutnin and Slntchoun 
passes, important strategic points, but 
up to the time of the sending of the 
lasit dispatch the Japanese were still In 
possession of the passes In order that 
this column may be able to rejoin the 
main Russian army It is necessary that 
Gen. Kuropatkln should hold the 
bridges over the Hun river and the po¬ 
sition he now occupies on the Shakhe 
river. There is rio indication that the 
end of the great battle Is at hand. Es¬ 
timates of the losses show a wide di¬ 
vergence. but are, as a rule, lower than 
those given In Sunday’s dispatches. 


Toledo, Oct. 17. 2 p. m.—The Russian* 
fiercely assailed Gen. Oku's left column 
yesterday and made six counter-at¬ 
tacks, all of which were successfully 
repulsed. At sunset, when the last tele¬ 
gram was sent from the field, the Rus¬ 
sians were advancing for a seventh at¬ 
tack. Field Marshal Oyarna reports 
that the Russian losses In these attacks 
were heavy. 

SITUATION IS STILL 

REGARDED AS CRITICAL, 


Though the News From the Front Is 
More Reassuring To St. 
Petersburg. 


Secretary of State MeChesney will 
probably refuse to put the names of 
the nominees of the People's Party for 
Congr-?* in the First and Third dis¬ 
tricts on the official ballot, because the 
petitions were not filed within the time 
prescribed by the law. 


In sustaining the defendant’s demur¬ 
rer Judge Parker holds that the Fay¬ 
ette Circuit Court has no Jurisdiction 
to try William Britton for the murder 
c»f Jim Ccckrlll and that he must stand 
trial in Breathitt county, where the 
Crime was committed.

St Petersburg. Oct. 18. 3:15 a. m.—The 
news from the front to-night is more 
reassuring from the Russian stand¬ 
point. The situation is still regarded as 
being critical, but Gen. Kuropatkln is 
apparently holding the Japanese firm¬ 
ly on his center and right wing, even 
having recrossed the Shakhe river, and, 
while there are rumors of extensive 
Japanese flanking movements both on 
the east and on the west, there is no 
evidence that they are actually ooour- 
lng. 

Gen. Kuropatkin’s left wJng has been 
heard from. The Associated Press has 
the first connected account of the four 
days’ fight In front of TurrMn and 
Saltehoun parses, resulting in the final 
withdrawal of the strong Russian col¬ 
umn which had been sent to turn the 
Japanese right, though Gen. Mlsfc- 
ehenko seems to have actually pene¬ 
trated a considerable distance inside 
the Japanese line. The report of the 
operations of the Russian left wing is 
still three days old. and since that 
time no news has been received from 
thi3 column.

The situation at this date may be de¬ 
scribed as follows; Gen. Kuropatkln 
has slightly advanced ids center, reoc¬ 
cupying Shakhe, south of the Shakhe 
river. Directly behind him at a dis¬ 
tance of nine miles lies the Hun river, 
and across the bridges spanning this 
stream the Russians must retire in case 
they retreat on Mukden. Gen. Kiiro- 
patkin must continue to firmly hold his 
center and right flank In order to pre¬ 
vent the Japanese getting iwssossion of 
the Hun river bridges. Thus he will 
cover the withdrawal of his apparent¬ 
ly beaten west wing. 

Th-*re is still considerable uncertain¬ 
ty as to the disposition of this left col- 
| umn Certainly it has not returned to 
j Mukden; whether it is again advancing 
after Its first withdrawal is not known. 

It is no longer a question of a Rus¬ 
sian Sedan, though all hop.? of relieving 
port Arthur must apparently be aban¬ 
doned. Little hope is expressed that 
Kuropatkln will be able to continue to 
advance.

Fighting Was Desperate. 


Great damage wnii caused by gale* 
Along the coast of Newfoundland. 


The four days’ fight of the eastern 
column was of the same desperate char¬ 
acter that marked the operations of the 
center and right wing. A heavy Rus¬ 
sian column under such leaders as 
Ivanhoff. Rennenknmpff. Gfcmigross 
and Kondratvitch repeatedly assaulted 
strongly Intrenched Japanese positions 
on heights commanding the passes. Tin 
assaults were largely night work. The 


cannonade wa« so furious that it was 
Impossible to advance tn the light of 
day. Finally on October 13, when the 
passes had been actually occupied, 
came the order to withdraw, probably 
owing to a critical position at other 
parts of the front. Here the story of 
the operations of the eastern wing of 
the Russian army ends. 

Vice Admiral Rojestvensky has been 
appointed Adjutant to the Emperor. 

Gen. Grlppenberg, who has arrived 
at St. Petersburg, will go to the front 
In ten days to assume the command of 
the second Manchurian army.

Oku's Army Is Fighting Hard For 
the Capture of the Village 
of Lamulie. 


IGNORES LAW AT HIS WILL. 


Headquarters of Gen. Oku's Left 
Army In the Field, Oct. 15.—♦ p. m., via 
Tien Tsln. Oct. 17.—The Russians last 
night retired along the eastern line, ex¬ 
cept on the extreme right, where they 
made a strong stand at Llushlnpo Sta¬ 
tion In the Chinese village near by. 

Early In the evening the Japanese 
advanced, but were unable to drive the 
Russians out. The Japanese then at¬ 
tempted to cut through along the rail¬ 
road In order to prevent a Russian re¬ 
treat. This determined Russian stand 
was largely unexpected, the rest of the 
line having withdrawn. 

At midnight the Russians attacked 
the Japanese line, and after a hard 
light lasting for hours, were driven 
back with heavy losses. 

The opposing forces spent the night 
within rifle range of each other and 
kept up a continuous exchange of rifle 
fire. The guns banged away all night, 
throwing thousands of sheila in both 
camps. 

• • ■ 

An Attack At Dawn. 


Republican* Now Fear They Will 
Lose Illinois and Summon Cor- 
t el you To Chicago. 


At dawn the Russians again attacked 
and again were routed with heavy 
losses. This morning the Japanese suc¬ 
ceeded In advancing, slowly pressing 
the Russians back. The fighting Is still 
In progress, and the Japanese have cap¬ 
tured the railroad station. The Rus¬ 
sians made a most determined stand at 
Lamulie, a village Just east of the rail¬ 
way and fourteen miles south of Muk¬ 
den. Lamulie completes the line aimed 
for by the Japanese. 

Last night the Japanese took a vil¬ 
lage to the left of Lamulie and this 
morning they took one to the right. 

A deep and wide river connects the 
three villages. 

With about forty guns to the north 
of Lamulie the Japanese made a direct 
attack. The village to the right was 
taken by two companies of infantry, 
who advanced under cover of the river 
bank. An advance was then made to 
the east along the north bank of the 
river. 

Behind the Russian guns are lines of 
great baggage and ammunition trains, 
and the determined resistance was for 
the purpose of protecting these until 
the retreat should be accomplished. 

Large numbers of infantry were scon 
retreating all day. They were shelled 
by the Japanese heavy artillery. 

The fighting along this lino for the 
last forty-eight hours was the heaviest 
of the entire battle. 

The Russians had a division and a 
half engaged and they would frequent¬ 
ly exchange the troops for fresher men. 
They had over fifty guns. The Jap¬ 
anese had about the same force, includ¬ 
ing the heavy guns captured at the bat¬ 
tle of Nanslmn Hill iPort Arthur.) 

• • • 

Both Sides Los^ Heavily. 


Ti'*» losses during the six days’ fight¬ 
ing have been very heavy. In front of 
a portion! of the left army 1.500 dead 
were found In the first four days, indi¬ 
cating that the casualties have been 
not less than 7,500. 

The estimates of the Russian losses 
In the six days' fighting run from 10,000 
to 25,000. 

The Japanese casualties have not 
been estimated, but It Is believed that 
they will be much less than the Russian 
losses. 

It is believed that the Russians pro¬ 
pose tn offer resistance along the Hun 
river outside of Mukden. 

The Japanese probably will push for¬ 
ward with a view to forcing an en¬ 
trance to Mukden as soon as possible. 

During the first four days' fighting 
the left army captured over 200 pris¬ 
oners. It Is reported that the light 
army took many more than this num¬ 
ber. 

THE JAPANESE ARE 

COMPELLED TO RETIRE. 


They Are Sustaining Heavy Losses, 
But Are Fighting Stubbornly 
For the Mastery. 


Mukden, Oct. 17, 1:30 p. m.—The Rus¬ 
sian forces at 11 o’clock this forenoon 
penetruted the Japanese center, and. It 
is reported, captured eleven or thirteen 
guns and 150 prisoners east of the rail¬ 
way. At another point during the day 
the Siberian regiments took twenty- 
four guns. 

The Russian operations to-day have 
been quite successful. The Japanese, 
after a terrifically stubborn resistance, 
were compelled to retire along their 
whole fine, losing heavily. All the 
trenches carried by the Russians iere 
filled with the Japanese dead. In one 
not very large trench there were count¬ 
ed 600 corpses of Japanese. 

In spite of their losses the Japanese 
were undaunted. They have brought 
up siege guns, and have left no stone 
unturned to retuln the mastery of the 
situation. Every step the Russians have 
pushed forward to-day has been In the 
face of superb resistance that cost th» 
Russians dearly. The Japanese seem to 
be willing to fight until they are an¬ 
nihilated. 

To-morrow will be the tenth day of 
the battle. 


RUSSIANS RECAPTURE 

LONELY TREE HILL. 


A Report From Gen. Sakharoff Tells 
of Fierce Fighting and 
Heavy Losses, 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 17.—Gen. Sak- 
harofT telegraph* that the Hussions 
recaptured lonely Tree Hill, south of 
| Shakhe. and captured eleven Japme^e 
guns and one quick-firer. 

Lonely Tree Hill is situated near 
Shakhe. about three miles east of the 
railroad. The Shakhe river run* around 
lt>s base. The Japanese ectzed the hill 
(Concluded On 2d Page, 3d Column.) 


DEMOCRATS GAINING GROUND. 


New York, Oct 17.—[Spectal.]—Emi¬ 
nent Democrats, representing a com¬ 
mittee of the Parker Constitutional 
Club, have drawn up an indictment 
against President Roosevelt, charging 
double dealing in hla treatment of the 
Republic of Colombia. The Indictment 
is signed by Wheeler H. Feckham. John 
G. Carlisle, Wm. B. Hornblower. John 
G. Mllburn, Adrian H. Joline, Wm. 
Church Osborn and Howard Taylor, 
and it is furnished In a report Just 
presented by them. 

The President has plainly demon¬ 
strated. says the report, that It is his 
policy to Ignore all the tenets of the 
law ’whenever it suit* his purpose to 
do so. The report further says: 

“It has always been the will of the 
American people that their public of¬ 
ficers should hotd sacred the obliga¬ 
tions of International law and interna¬ 
tional fair dealing and should* refrain 
from aggression upon, other nations and 
peoples, and from needless intermed¬ 
dling In their affairs. 

“This venerable and beneficent policy 
President ftoosevelt has undertaken to 
reverse, and in Its place to set up a 
policy of autocratic force. He has 
shown that a President who has the 
will to usurp legislative functions, to 
exalt the power of the executive above 
the Constitution and to commit our na¬ 
tion to violations of international Jus¬ 
tice easily finds a way. 

"The demonstration of President 
Roosevelt’s policy and tendencies 1* 
complete when we lay the terms of the 
treaty of 1846 with the Republic of 
Colombia alongside the terms of his 
telegrams. He did not bold sacred the 
obligations of the international fair 
dealing. He did not refrain from ag¬ 
gression upon Colombia. 

"In Issuing orders that Colombia 
should not be allowed to land troops on 
her own territory he acted arbitrarily 
and autocratically, hi* course also lead¬ 
ing to a lamentable violation of inter¬ 
national Justice and to a breach of our 
national honor. If the orders had been 
carried ou* and Colombia had resisted 
In the assertion of her sovereign rights, 
this country would have been plunged 
into a war with Colombia by President 
Roosevelt’s Individual act. 

"There could not be a clearer illus¬ 
tration of the dangers attending the 
occupancy of the presidential office by 
one having such a conception of Its 
power? and functions. While hls tele¬ 
grams were not tn form a declaration 
of war, they authorized acta of war, 
ami thus became In effect a usurpa¬ 
tion of the power to declare war con¬ 
ferred by the Constitution not upon the 
executive but upon Congress." 

• • • 

The President's Telegrams. 

The telegrams to which the report re¬ 
fers were sent by President Roosevelt 
at the time of the first occupation of 
Panama by the United States. The fol¬ 
lowing message was sent to the com¬ 
manders of the warships stationed on 
the Caribbean side: 

"Maintain free and uninterrupted 
transit If Interruption threatened by 
armed force occupy the line of rail¬ 
road. Prevent landing of any armed 
force with hostile intent either Gov¬ 
ernment or insurgent, either at Colon. 
Porto Bello or other points." 

At the some time, the President tele¬ 
graphed this significant order to the 
commander of an American warship on 
the Pacific side of the Isthmus: 

"Proceed with all possible dispatch 
to Panama. Telegraph In cipher your 
departure. Maintain free and uninter¬ 
rupted transit. If Interruption threat¬ 
ened by armed force, occupy the line. 
Prevent landing of any armed force, 
either Government or insurgent, with 
hostile intent, at any point within fifty 
miles of Panama. If doubtful us to the 
hi tent of any armed force, occupy An¬ 
con Hill strongly with artillery. If the 
Wyoming would delay Concord or Mar¬ 
blehead. her disposition must be left to 
your discretion. Government force re¬ 
ported approaching the Isthmus In ves¬ 
sels. Prevent their landing, if in your 
Judgment landing would precipitate a 
conflict." 

The Constitutional Club maintains 
that President Roosevelt Inspired the 
uprising in Panama, and then prevent-, 
ed by force the republic of Colombia 
from restoring order and regaining her 
territory'.

Cortelyou Summoned To Chicago. 


Mean State managers there from the 
national campaign fund, as all they 
could colleet from the trust magnates 
would be needed In New York and In¬ 
diana, and. therefore.

Wholesale arrests of Louisville bar¬ 
bers may follow a special session of the 
State Examining Board here today. 
The arrests will be made on warrants 
sworn out either by the board or by 
the local Barbers' Union, charging 
them with violation of a law adopted 
and placed on the Statutes at the ces¬ 
sion of the General Assembly of 1902. 
requiring each barber In Kentucky to* 
pops an examination and secure a cer¬ 
tificate of registration, or license, to 
work in the State as a barber. 

The law was framed by John Young 
and became a law through his efforts 
when he represented the Forty-sixth 
Legislative district of Louisville In that 
body. Since Its embodiment in the 
Statutes, however. It has not been 
rigidly enforced. As a result. It la 
claimed, there are several hundred bar¬ 
bers In Louisville who are liable to 
the penalty prescribed by reason of 
their failure to comply with its pro¬ 
visions. It is for the purpose of taking 
up the matter with a committee from 
local union No. 43 that the board will 
convene here to-day.

Under Withering Fire. 


An advance guard consisting of one 
regiment and one battery of mountain 
guns, attacked /Ken Mountain at 12 
o'clock. The position was a difficult 
one, but up the steep and pathless 
mountain the Japanese infafitry went, 
scaling the height* with unexampled 
bravery under a withering fire from 
the mountain top. The Russians ex¬ 
ploded electrical mines on the mountain 
side a* the line advanced, but they did 
little damage. ^ 

The Russian forces, consisting of two 
battalion* of Infantry w T lth four rapid 
fire guns and some machine guns, 
fought w r ith great determination, but 
the Japanese captured the position and 
two of the rapid-fire gun* at 5 o’clock 
In the evening. 

The casualties were 150 on each side. 

The capture of Ken mountain enabled 
the Japanese to swing to the left and 
to occupy Socho mountain ar.d later in 
the evening the whole line of the Rus¬ 
sian position. 

During the afternoon three cruisers 
and four gunboat* of the Russian Port 
Arthur fleet shelled the Japanese left 
flank from the shore near Shaopingtao. 
The Japanese fleet arrived and after a 
short sea-fight the Russian shljw were 
forced back to the harbor at Port Ar¬ 
thur.

The Japanese made a desperate effort 
tv> outflank them, but during the alg'ht 
the force escaped. 

On the morning of July 28 the Rus¬ 
sians evacuated their positions along : 
the entire line and retreated to a new 
line from Taku mountain, on the east j 
coastf, through Fenghoan range to a 
point an tht west coast. , 

The Japanese advanced before day¬ 
light on the 30th and surprised the Rus¬ 
sian outposts, who retired, heaving their 
kilts, blankets and rifles piled lu their 
bivouacs.

It Is evident the Russian* fought only 
rear-guard actions during the two 
months they have been holding these 
positions, deciding do wait until they 
could inflict more serious losses on the 
Japanese and then to retire in good 
ord<*r to their next nnturnl positions. 

Gen. Stncssel ••= evidently unwilling to 
sacrifice hi* men by holding the*e posi¬ 
tion*. though they are strong ones, and 
he Is evidently afraid of being outflank¬ 
ed by a ouperior force. 

The Japanese successes were pur¬ 
chased dearly, but tbev were wonderful, 
considering the tremendous difficulties 
the Jupanese encountered In a country 
which is a "ori* 1 ?* of /natural fortresses 
almost Impregnable.

The 
ground* and prayer for such sale were 
never stricken out of the petition or 
waived. The original parlies to the 
\ suit are ull dead except Mr. and Mrs. 

1 J. M. Bigstoff, of Mt. Sterling, and 
Mrs. Dr. Joseph A. Reynolds, of South 
McAllister. I. T. Mrs. Reynolds and 
Mr*. Blgsiuflf were giMnddaughters cf 
Spencer Boyd. All the lawyers and 
court officers engaged In the case prior 
to 18(»G are dead with the exception 
of Attorney Gudgell. A great deal of 
litigation sprung out of the suit be¬ 
tween the devisees and creditors. The 
case was taken to the Court of Appeuls 
six times, and six times the Judgment 
appealed from was reversed and back 
It came to the Bath Circuit Court. The 
pleadings and papers in this case, mus¬ 
ty with age. fill a two-bushel sack.

COVINGTON WANTS 

COUNTY SEAT CHANGED. 


Election Will Probably Be Held To 
See Whether It Shall Be Re¬ 
moved From Independence. 


Covington, Ky.. Oct. 17.—[Special J— 
There is a movement on foot among the 
Oouncllmen and Aldermen of this city 
to have the county seat of Kenton 
county moved from Its present loca¬ 
tion at Independence to Covington. The 
movement was brought about by the 
deciplon of the Court of Appeal* In the 
suit of the city of Covlpgton against 
the Kenton Fiscal Court for rental in 
the Covington City Hall occupied by 
the county and court officials. The 
Court of Appeals held that the city 
could not recover the rental from the 
county. The Kentucky Statutes pro¬ 
vide that if 2f> per cent, of the legal 
voters participating in the last general 
election call for an election for the pur¬ 
pose of moving the county seat. It must 
be called. 

If two-third? of the voters vote 
favorably on the change It Is then duly 
made. It Is said that Council will take 
step? to have such a petition signed 
and sent to County Judge Stevens. 


Frankfort. Ky„ Oct. 17.—[Special.]— 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Kentucky Statutes, section 1458. pro¬ 
vides that certificates and petitions of 
nomination of political parties, which 
It Is necessary to file with the Secretary 
of State to secure place on the official 
ballot, “shall be filed not less than 
thirty days before the day fixed by law 
for the election of the persons In nom¬ 
ination.” representatives of the Peo¬ 
ple’s Party are here at thi* time seek¬ 
ing to secure place on the ballot for 
their candidates for Congress In the 
First, Third and Ninth Congressional 
Districts These representatives art- 
W. B. Brldgeford, of Cincinnati, and 
John Krouse, of Louisville, who ar¬ 
rived here to-night with petitions from 
the First arul Third Districts, and who 
siy that the petitions for the Ninth 
district will arrive here to-morrow. 
They will to-morrqw go before Secre¬ 
tary of Stale McChesney and ask him 
to tnke thp law Into his own hands and 
comply with their request. 

• • • 

May Be Rtfusod. 

It. Is pxpecied that the Secretary of 
State will refuse to permit such an 
evasion of the plain letter of the stat¬ 
ute In the matter. He has. already, 
under the provisions of the section 
1457. Kentucky statutes, arranged the 
official ballot to be used in the ap¬ 
proaching election and has made cer¬ 
tification of it* own form and the 
names to be printed thereon to the 
several county clerks of the State. Un¬ 
der the section 1457 this must be done 
“not less than twenty days before the 
election,” and to-morrow Is the twen¬ 
tieth day before the November elec¬ 
tion day. 

The section 1458 of the statutes under 
which certificates and jndltions are 
filed with the Secretary of State is 
mandatory In Its provisions. It reads: 
“Certificates and petitions of nomina¬ 
tion filed with the Secretary’ of State 
shall be filed not more than sixty 
days, and not less than thirty days, 
before the day fixed by law for the 
election of the persons in nomination 
Certificates and* petitions of nomina¬ 
tion herein directed to be filed with the 
clerk of a county shall be filed not 
more than sixty days and not less 
than fifteen days before election.” 

• « • 

Names of Candidates. 

The candidates whom the People’s 
Party leaders desire place on the bal¬ 
lot for are Dr. J H. Lackey, of Trigg 
county, for the First Congressional dis¬ 
trict, and Ilenry E. Glenn, of Warren 
county', for the Third Congressional 
district The original petitions sought 
to be flind contain the names of about 
six hundred voters, and, accompanying 
them, are duplicates addressed to the 
county clerks, and It is by permission 
of the Secretary of State chat Mr. 
Brldgeford and his colleague expect to 
get the names of their candidates to 
the county clerks within fifteen days 
of the day of general election, as is 
done In the case of candidate* for 
places elective only by the county. Mr. 
Brldgeford does not argue that the law 
is not all against the candidates of his 
party, and that they erred in not com¬ 
plying with its provisions requiring 
the filing within thirty days, but ar¬ 
gues as an extenuating circumstance 
that the petitions could not be gotten 
up any earlier. He says It was ati 
Immense task getting the petition* cir¬ 
culated aud signed, and that the prin¬ 
cipal purpose in trying to get the Con¬ 
gressional candidates on the official 
ballot this year Is that hla party may 
not hereafter be required to get its 
place on the ballot by' petition. He 
says that the People’s Party has been 
split up heretofore, since 1896. by the 
•iilver question and fusion with the 
Democrat?, and that its leader* be¬ 
lieve. If they can get on this year, they 
will g**t the necessary two per cent, of 
the total vote cast for their candidates, 
and thus nominate hereafter by con¬ 
vention. They made the mistake this 
year of trying /to make Dr. Lackey’s 
nomination by a convention Instead of 
setting out at the start to get his name 
on by petition. 

The electors of the People’s Party 
hav#» been given position on th^ ballot 
in Kentucky this year, a mammoth pe¬ 
tition to get them on having been 
filed, as the law required, by Jo A. 
Parker. By the oversight of the lend¬ 
ers It loses place for only three Con¬ 
gressional candi dates.

The Gum-Shoe Campaign. 

The Milwaukee Wisconsin, a dyed-in- 
the-wool Stalwart Republican Adminis¬ 
tration organ, complains that the Dem¬ 
ocratic party Is making a gum-shoe 
campaign, “a Twentieth century version 
of the still-hunt campaign which was 
run by the late Samuel J. TIJden In 
1876.*’ An appropriate retort might be' 
to say that the Republicans of to-day 
were making a campaign like that 
which they planned so effectively in the 
same year, claiming a large majority of 
the electoral vote, when they knew that 
with a free election the Democratic 
ticket would be perfectly safe. Their 
main reliance Is upon the use of the 
Federal machinery, with an organized 
phalanx of officeholders, a large cor¬ 
ruption fund assessed upon the quarter 
of a million subofficers and employes 
of the Government, and exacted ns 
blackmail from the trusts. The parallel 
would no doubt be carried out If need 
be by counting out electoral votes and 
an eight-bj'-seven commission: Expe¬ 
rience In such practices as in less ques¬ 
tionable cases lends facility to success. 

The organ of graft, in further expan¬ 
sion of Its idea, says: “The main no¬ 
tion In the gum-shoe campaign Is to 
work like the dickens, but to look In¬ 
nocent and not let your opponents 
know that you are doing a thing," 
which Implies a compliment rather than 
a complaint. It Is coupled with a warn¬ 
ing to the party not to be caught nap¬ 
ping, but “to be alert in the Interest of 
the Republican national ticket from 
now until the evening of the day of the 
election.** In this Invocation to to be 
found much practical wisdom, and it 
could come from no source or quarter 
where the need of It Is more felt or 
more self-evident. With two State tick¬ 
ets In the field, headed by La Follette, 
the Half-breed, and Schofield, the Stal- 
wart; with the latter declining to with¬ 
draw. despite the urgent appeal of Sen¬ 
ator Spooner. Roosevelt’s friend and 
representative, notwithstanding his 
continuance in the field renders the 
election of Peck, the Democratic candi¬ 
date, more than probable. It is not 
strange that such a warning should be 
sounded. From the same cause of in¬ 
ternal friction the Democrats bid fair 
to gain two Congressmen. Hence, of 
course, the Wisconsin Is waging no 
gum-shoe campaign, but brings out Its 
brass band and blares with Its trumpet 
of alarm. 

It Is not, however, the State ticket 
alone which is in danger in Wisconsin. 
The La Follette revolt threatens to 
reach beyond the mere local Issue 
There are two Republican electoral 
tickets of tfie same Half-breed and 
Stalwart brands, and the Half-breeds 
havo sent an ultimatum to the Repub¬ 
lican National Committee. It Is said 
that the La Follette faction has de¬ 
manded: 

Fh*vt That the La Follette State 
Central Committee, which was decided 
by the Supreme Court to be the regular 
party organization, shall be so officially 
recognized. 

Second—That the National Committee 
shall offer an apology for the action 
of the national conven-tlon at Chicago in 
seating the delegation headed by Sen¬ 
ator Spooner. 

If these demands are not acceded to 
the La Follette committee will refuse 
to have anything to do with the nation¬ 
al campaign or to arrange for meetings 


I for speakers sent by that body. So, If 
Jthe Wisconsin shall have less concern 
about the policy of the Democrats In 
the campaign and more about the tur¬ 
moil In Its own household, It will have 
all it can do to save Its face, as the 
Chinese say. La Follette has shown 
himself to be a man of too much power 
and spirit to be trifled with, and If he 
finds hirueelf destined to be sacrificed 
and humiliated, we may have another 
instance of Samson and the columns 
of the temple, with the loss of the elec¬ 
toral vote of the State. 

But, reverting to the gum-shoe pol¬ 
icy. the Wisconsin, In its evident desire 
to light up with a touch of humor the 
gloom which clouds lts locnl political 
atmosphere, has been unfortunate In its 
suggestion, that the Democratic party 
Is making a still hunt. Far from It. 
As far as It Is concerned, there never 
was a more nvi&e open campaign. The 
chairman of the National Committee Is 
not devoting his time to raising money 
by methods Inconsistent with square 
dealing, but is active in organizing 
and directing the campaign hi the field. 
In every State, the vote of which is 
reasonably contestable, the best mak¬ 
ers of the party are In the field, seek¬ 
ing by arguments rather than by money 
to convince the Judgment of the people 
and bring about reform through a 
change of administration. There Is rto 
gum-shoe campaign in Indiana, where 
the rumble of Democratic artillery has 
caused the note of alarm to be sounded 
and t/he presence of the vice presi¬ 
dential candidate to be demanded to 
attempt to stem the tide of approaching 
victory. As well call Oyama’s campaign 
a gum-shoe one. Kuropatkin may have 
once thought so, but he has by this 
time had his eyes opened.

upon circumstances. The exchange 
of products between countries means, 
chiefly, that we give what we do not 
need for what we need, or what wc 
need less for what we need more. The 
country with which we trade does the 
same. Both are thereby bneflted. If 
we need the products of Canada more 
than the goods with which we pay for 
them, then the larger the Imports the 
greater Is our advantage. Reversing 
the terms, the same may be said of 
Canada In her trade with us. But 
there are some respects In which It Is 
more to the advantage of Canada than 
of' the United States. 

Is It to our advantage to pay $28 per 
ton for steel rails while Canada gets 
them from this country at from $19 to 
$ 21 ? No doubt It Is to the advantage 
of the Steel Trust, but not to that of 
the consumers. And Mr. Schwab has 
shown that steel can be sold with a 
handsome profit at $16 a ton. The 
tariff which enables the trust to get a 
bigger profit transfers Just eo much 
money from the consumer to tl^e trust. 
That Js all right for a Government run 
In the exclusive interests of the trusts, 
and for the spoliation of consumers. 
But the very men who cannot deny 
these well-established facts pretend 
that we are getting an advantage by 
shutting out imports which would 
bring down the price of steel rails to. 
say, $20 a ton, which would still be 
26 per cent, above a normal rate of 
profit, >Ir. Schwab himself being Judge. 

Unle»» a foreign trade Is a mere 
gome by which our country despoils 
another—which nobody of Intelligence 
now believes—there is as much advan¬ 
tage in Imports as In exports. In im¬ 
porting we get what we want for that 
which we do not desire to consume at 
home. By shutting out Imports from 
Canada we continue at present to sell 
her more than she sells to us. What is 
the result? First, a large number of 
the Republicans of New England are 
raising a row because they are not al¬ 
lowed to buy what they want from 
Canada without paying a fine at the 
customhouses.

How has It been running to our ad¬ 
vantage? The North American means 
that we have been exporting more to 
Canada than we have been importing 
from that source. 

The “free-trade philosophers” do not 
say that trade ought to ceaee because 
there are more exports than Imports, 
nor yet because there are more imports 
than exports. Free-trade philosophers 
and all other people of Intelligence un¬ 
derstand that trade Is an exchange of 
commodities, of objects of desire, and 
that imports and exports must balance, 
unless a part of one or the other is 
given away. We may send more to I telllglble, 
oi^e kv illty than we get from It direct¬ 
ly, but the balance must be made up 
somewhere else, or there 1 * a loss. 

We showed the other day that the 
world's trial-balance sheet lacked 9 per 
cent, of a perfect balance, but that 
simply proves the Imperfection of the 
statistics, under valuations In some 
cases, over valuations In others. 

If this were not so, how could It be 
maintained that we are deriving an ad¬ 
vantage by selling Canada twice as 
much a* we buy from her people. We 
buy a great deal more from South 
America than we sell to that section, 
but we do not send gold to pay for it. 

We pay by drafts on London, which 
owes us a large balance, and which has 
credits In South America* Of course. 

Canada must settle her balance with ua 
by draw ing on accumulattonselsewhcre, 
as she does not ship us gold to balance 
the account. Unless she does this we 
ore sending a great deal of merchandise 
to Canada for which vve get nothing 
in exchange; and nobody believes that. 

Now, what does It matter whether w*e 
get merchandise to pay for our* direct¬ 
ly from Canada or Indirectly? It is 
certain that merchandise must be 
paid for wdth other merchandise, or 
else it Is not paid for at all, for the 
movement® of gold are insignificant as 
comx>ored with the vast volume of 
merchandise.

HILL SPEAKS TO BIG CROWD 


ITT INDIANAPOLIS AND PRAISES 
PARKER AND DAVIS. 


SHARPLY ATTACKS ROOSEVELT 


Indianapolis, Oct. 17.—Former Senator 
David B. Hill, of New York, delivered 
an addre?« before a Democratic mass- 
ineeting in Tornliivson Hall to-night. 
The hall wa* crowded to it* capacity, 
many being turned away from the 
doors. 

Mr. Hill arrived In Indianapolis early 
this morning. During the day he re¬ 
mained In his room, busy with corre- 
siHimtence. and refused to see a num¬ 
ber of anxious callers. 

The speaker, accompanied by several 
prominent Democrats, was escorted to 
the hall by an Illuminated procession. 

The Hon. John T. Dye. general coun¬ 
sel of the Big Four railroad, presided 
at the meeting, and his Introductory | 
address, in which lie spoke briefly of 
the tariff question in its relation to the 
Philippines, was interrupted at In¬ 
tervals by loud culls for HU1. 

When the former Senator stepped to 
the front of the platform he was greet¬ 
ed by cheering which continued for 
several minutes 

Mr. Hill, among other things, dls- 
cusaed the question of a reasonable re¬ 
vision of the present tariff rates. He 
contended that the “Stand Pat” policy 
of the Reupblie&ns at the present time 
wns In every way injurious to the best 
interests of the cxnmtry. He said: 

They do not promise any revision or re¬ 
duction whatever, but say that If any re¬ 
vision becomes desirable it should bo done 
by the friends of tariff bened-larier and 
not otherwise. In othrr words, they have 
become so bold In tWoiuo of their ill-con- 
cenifrd coalition with the private Inter¬ 
ests who are making money out of tariff 
exactions while the people are becoming 
poorer, that they dare not promise that 
at any time In the future they wUl reduce 
the burdens of taxation. This attitude la 
not a nvw one. It was only two years 
ago when Oen. Grosvenor, of Ohio, a Re¬ 
publican leader In the House of Represen¬ 
tatives. declared that the schedules of 
the present tariff laws were ns unchange¬ 
able ns the Ten Commandment*. But he 
was mistaken. An aroused public senti¬ 
ment soon thereafter compelled Congress 
to abolish tho duty on anthracite cool. 
That abolition was secured by Doraocnuic 
Insistence In and out of Congress and ev¬ 
ery sane man knows It. The Republicans, 
w'hlle swearing “never to consent” to a 
change, then consented, not willingly, not 
eagerly, not pleasantly, but were obliged 
to consent in deference to & public indig¬ 
nation which their previous defiant Atti¬ 
tude had Justly created. The people of 
this country are Indebted to the Demo¬ 
cratic party for securing free anthracite 
coal for their use—free from tariff exac¬ 
tions. What Republican to-day dore* to 
propose a rc-lmpositlon of that tax? If 
there is one in this State let him speak 
out. President Roosevelt, while on his 
Western trip in the summer of 1902. ex¬ 
hibited his knowledge of tariff taxation 
by solemnly declaring In one of his pub¬ 
lic speeches that thero was no tariff on 
anthracite coal nnd thereby he merited 
und received tho ridicule of everybody.

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 17.—[Special.]— 
According to a decision handed down by 
Judge Watts Parker in the Circuit 
Court this morning, William Britton, 
under indictment in this county for the 
murder of Town Marshal Jim Cockrlll 
at Jackson, over two years ago, will be 
returned to Breathitt county to stand 
trial for hHi alleged crime. Immediate¬ 
ly after being arrested and lodged In 
Jail here on a bench warrant from this 
court. Britton engaged James H. Mulli¬ 
gan, the Hon. E. I*. Farrell and C. W. 
Miller as legal advisers, and they Im¬ 
mediately filed a demurrer to the in¬ 
dictment, on the ground that thus court 
had no jurisdiction In the case. 

Un his decision rendered to-day Judge 
Parker sustains the demurrer to the In¬ 
dictment. and. According to Section 106 
of the code, where a demurrer Is sus¬ 
tained. the prisoner ana all the paper* 
in the case must be delivered to fhe 
Jailer of the county which has the 
proper Jurisdiction. The Convmonweolth 
immediately Upon the decision of Judge 
Parker prayed an appeal to the Court 
of Appeals, and asked that the prisoner 
be held in this county for sixty .days 
pending the appeal. Attorney Miller, 
for th*? defense, .usdiod that the prioonfr 
be released at once, on the ground that 
this court could not hold a prisoner for 
an offense for which 14 had no Jurisdic¬ 
tion. Both motions were entered, and 
will be decided by Judge Parker ths 
hitter part of the w**ek. and It will then 
be known w'bether Britton will be turn¬ 
ed looee or returned to Breathlit county. 

The opinion delivered by Judge Park¬ 
er was wTKten ahd quite elaborate. The 
court held that a criminal act dene in 
one Jurisdiction , is not an offense 
against the sovereignty of another Ju¬ 
risdiction, and that the crime was com¬ 
mitted where the act was done or where 
the blow’ was ytrurk or where the shot 
was fired, and the resulting death In 
another county merely fixes the degree 
of the crime, and does not give Jurisdic¬ 
tion to the county where death occur¬ 
red. The defendant, he said, is entitled 
to a fair, speedy and Impartlul trial by 
a Jury of the vicinity where the crime 
occurred, where he la known and has 
access to his friends and witnesses. To 

plve tw’O counties, or two States, Juris¬ 
diction In such cnMes would lead to 
* probable Indictments and trials and 
1 punishments In two separate Jurisdic¬ 
tions. _ _

George Curry and George Turner, 
chief engineer and. second engineer on 
the creamer Lou'se, of the Alaska Com¬ 
mercial Company, plying In the Yukon 
river from St. Michaels to Dawson, ar¬ 
rived at their homes in New Albany 
yesterday from the Northwest. They 
left Dawson City for White Horse Oc¬ 
tober 3 ajid crossed to Skagway, 110 
utiles, over the White Pass railway, 
leaving Seattle October 12. fourteen 
day* from the ArUc region to New 
Albany. 

Messrs. Curry and Turner left New 
Albany la February and t\*und their 
boat Che Louise. fast In the he in 
Yukon rfrver. sixty-five miles below 
Dawson. When tfir* ioe cleared up suf¬ 
ficiently for navigation, they took the 
boat to Dawson, spent two days mak¬ 
ing necessary repairs, and started down 
the river with empty birges. They 
made a trip from Audreossky to Tana- 
na and Circle City with 1,600 tons of 
fuel oil for the use of the steamer* of 
the company. After making a trip from 
circle City to St. Michaels, they left 
the last-menHoned place July 25 with 
four bargee loaded with 2.000 tons >f 
Korea for Dawson, 2,180 miles up the 
Yukon river. They made the trip back 
to Andreoasky. from which place they 
took three barges loaded with oil to 
Tanana. They grounded on the .way 
from Tanaina to Daweon City on Evans 
bar. fifty miles below (ttrcle City, but 
managed to warp the boat and barges 
over, often- sevesrai dlays* hard work. 
Arriving at Dawson City, the boat wa-3 
caught In the ice. together with the 
Susie, the Rock Island. Sarah. Tanana 
and I>avelle Young. These boats were 
mado secure for the winter and will 
He in the ice un*tli navigation opens 
next spring. 

Mr. Curry says that the coming cdty 
In the Northwest is Fairbanks, a now 
town just started on the Tana no. river, 
a tributary of the Yukon, situated 300 
miles from its Junction with the hurt- 
men-tion^l stream.

C. W. JEFFERSON INDICTED. 


The F&leral grand jury adjourned 
yesterday, after returning two Indict¬ 
ments, one against C. W. Jefferson on 
the charge of violating the lottery laws 
and the other against several men. 
whose names are withheld, on the 
charge of conspiring to commit fraud® 
at an election. The gra/nd Jury ha* 
been working on the election ease* for 
several days, and over 100 witnesses 
were before it, including Lewis C. 
Humphrey, the Republican Election 
Commissioner, and Clayton BLakey. 
chairman of the local Republican Cam¬ 
paign Committee. The other witnesses 
were nearly all negroes. 

The warrants on the Indictments will 
be issued to-day. and will be served by 
the Deputy United States Marshals at 
onoe. The names of the men indicted 
are closely guarded by the officers of 
the court, and the number charged 
with the offense in the Indictment is not 
known. The Republican Campaign 
Committee has been (hard at work for 
eeverai weeks attempting to find cases 
to be brought before the Federal grand 
Jury, and announced that wholesale in¬ 
dictments would be secured. 

The Indictment of Mr. Jefferaon grew 
out of the fact that he is the Kentucky 
agent for the Great Western Cereal 
Company, of Akron. O.. which manu¬ 
factures Mother's Oats, ar.d which had 
been putting one letter of the name of 
the cereal into each package and offer¬ 
ing prize* to all who presented the let¬ 
ters spelling the words “Mother’s Oat?." 
The indictment charges that the letter 
O was put. Into but one # of each 500 
packages, and that it was a matter of 
chance whether a customer would ever 
get the key letter needed to complete 
the word. The advrtising plan of the 
company is said by R. D. Hill, the 
District Attorney, to be a violation of 
the lottery lam**. 

W. M. Smith, who. with Augustus E. 
Willson, represents Mr. Jefferson, en¬ 
tered a general demurrer to the indict¬ 
ment, and the question will be argued 
before Judge Evans at an early datr. 

FINALLY PAID THE DUTY. 

Negro Importer Did Not Understand 
the Law. 

The first colored importer to receive 
goods through the local customs office 
Is Matilda Ann Johnson, who yesterday 
paid $1.40 duty on a clock sent her by 
her son, who is in Panama. The woman 
could not be made to understand why 
she should pay anything before receiv¬ 
ing the clock, which whs sent her as a 
present, and Jock Richardson, the ap¬ 
praiser. found it more difficult to con¬ 
vince her than to handle the biggest 
importation for a Main-street house.

STAND PATTERS PUZZLED 

Over the Decrease In Production of 
Wool In Ohio. 

Cincinnati. O.. Oct. 17.—•Considerable 
anxiety is manifested here over the re¬ 
port made a few days ago by tile <>hio 
Department of Agriculture, in which it 
stated that the crops this year were to I 
be much smaller than those of The 
estimate of the corn crop is that It will I 
not !>* nmre than three-fourths of a 
normal year, while tl ttes «*r th • 

wheat crop do not provide for mme 
than one-half **f the full product, the 
harvest per acre being about four bush¬ 
els short of the net nverage. The wheat 
area Just harvested was the lowest in 
a long series of yearn, and the total 
production was th© lowest, with the ex- 
*eption of 1SV6 and 1930, in twenty-five 
years. 

This will undoubtedly have an effect 
upon the railroad returns In this State, 
and upon the incomes of the farmers. 
The “stand pat” people in this State 
are also considerably puzzled over th* 
fact that In spite of the inordinately 
high duties levied on ruu wool the 
production In this great wool-growing 
State has been steadily decreasing. It 
Is beginning to be feared by those who 
want the tariff to be revised only up¬ 
ward. that it will not b© long before 
the demand of the manufacturer for 
free wool must of needs b* granted.

BROTHERS CONFLICT AS 

TO CAUSE OF FIGHT. 


yred Stackmeyer Shoots At Frank, 
Latter Having a Narrow 
Escape. 


After engaging In a drunken quarrel 
all day Fred Siackmcj-er and Frank 
Btackmeyer, brothers, who conduct a 
# ‘hog farm” at Thirty-fourth street and 
Grand avenue, came to blows at 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and a ball 
from a revolver fired by Fred Stack- 
tneyer grazed the chceK of the other. 
Both men were arrested, Fred Stack- 
meyer on the charge of shooting and 
wounding and Frank Stackmeyer on 
the c«harg* of disorderly conduct. 

The brothers told different stories of 
What had happened. Frank Stack- 
tneyer alleged that his brother cam* 
Into the room, deliberately picked up 
the revolver and flred-4U him. He said 
they had had a little quarrel and that 
Ms brothei' tried to kill him. Fred 
Ctackmeyer sold that Frank went home 
extremely drunk and waving the re¬ 
volver. He said he attempted to take it 
away from him and that it was dis¬ 
charged accidentally. 

ATTACKS WOMAN. 


CONRAD C. HAFENDORFER TAK¬ 
EN IN CUSTODY. 


Paid To Have Brutally Assaulted 
Min nie Brown—Recalls Sloan 
Killing. 


Conrad C* Hafendorfer, known os 
••Cooney/’ engaged In a fight with Min¬ 
nie Drown, sometimes known as Min¬ 
nie Hafendorfef. at his saloon at 636 
West Green street early yesterday 
fnornlng and clubbed the woman on the 
head with a heavy cane, inflicting a se¬ 
rious Injury. He was arrested an hour 
later at Sixth and Green streets by 
Patrolmen Sexton and Connell on the 
charge of malicious assault. 

When Hafendorfer was tried for the 
killing of ColUs Sloan, whom he shot In 
lhi9 saloon two years ago. Minnie Drown 
was the principal witness for the de¬ 
fense and It was largely upon her tes¬ 
timony that he was released. She lives 
In apartments over his resort and was 
taken to her room after she was at¬ 
tended by Dr. M. E. Loftus. 

As far as can be learned by the police 
there was no witness to the assault. 
Hafendorfer says that the woman had 
been drinking and that she started 
toward him with a long knife. He says 
!he was forced to hit her in self-defense. 
The woman could not be seen yester¬ 
day, and her version of the story Is not 
known to the police. 

fThe disturbance started at an en- 
irfrnc* to the resort at 3 o’tdock yes¬ 
terday morning. The first warning 
came when the woman gave a piercing 
scream. Those who ran to her found 
her lying on the fioor In blood. A se¬ 
vere gash had been opened above her 
left eye and it appeared that she was 
fatally hurt. Dr. M. E. Loftus was has¬ 
tily summoned, and when he arrived 
she was still lying on the floor and the 
flow of blood had been only partially 
stopped. 

Hafendorfer disappeared from his sa¬ 
loon immediately after the assault. The 
police had considerable difficulty In, find¬ 
ing him, but when they came upon him 
on hour later he said he had struck the 
•woman In self-defense. Ho showed 
signs of having been drinking. He was 
released on bond furnished by Julius 
F. Bronger. When he w’as presented 
In Police Court yesterday morning he 
was represented by Attorney Fred 
Forrht and the ease was continued un¬ 
til October 21. 

The shooting of Coll Is Sloan came 
close upon the heels of the shooting of 
William Pryee by Tony Clegg and 
caused great Indignation in the city. It 
was directly responsible for th“ Institu¬ 
tion of a crusade against the "Red 
Light” district and was the subject of 
much discussion for many months. 
Hafendorfer was defended by Aaron 
Kohn. and when the case finally came 
to trial the defendant was dismissed on 
Che ground of self-defense. 


DR.LLOYD REFUSES 


TO ACCEPT EPISCOPAL BISHOP¬ 
RIC OF KENTUCKY. 


[Work As Secretary Imposes Obliga¬ 
tions That He Cannot Shirk, 
Reason Given. 


MURDER CASE CONTINUED. 


An order was entered yesterday In 
Judge Kirby’s court reviving the action 
brought by Daniel O. Parr against P. 
F. WalBh to compel the defendant to 
comply with an alleged contract to pur¬ 
chase from the plaintiff for $18,000 a 
piece of property on the west side of 
Fourth avenue. 116 feet south of Main, 
and having a frontage of seventeen 
feet and a depth of seventy-eight feet. 
Oapt. Parr, the plaintiff, died last win¬ 
ter, leaving a large portion of his es¬ 
tate, worth about $1,000,000, for the 
establishment of a home for aged wom¬ 
en to bear the name of Parr’s Rest. The 
death of Capt. Parr was stated in court 
and the action revived in the name of 
tiie Fidelity Trust Company, his execu¬ 
tor. Capt. Parr and Mr. Walsh, dur¬ 
ing the early part of 1902. had consider¬ 
able negotiation over the sale of the 
property, a contract for the transfer 
being finally signed in April of that 
year. Mr. Walsh put up $1,000 to bind 
the deal, but later declined to take the 
property upon contention that the title 
was defective. He held that while 
(’apt. Parr owned three-fourths of the 
property he had no good title to the 
remaining fourth. In his answer he 
sets up a counterclaim of $1,000 orig¬ 
inally paid by him. 


A Painter’s Hard Fall. 

A. A. Johnson, a painter, employed 
by the Louisville Gunning System, who 
had a disastrous fall from a scaffold 
while at work in New Albany, filed 
suit against that corporation tor $10.- 
000. One of the cornice hooks by which 
Johnson's scaffolding wus hung broke 
through the roof and threw the plaint¬ 
iff to the ground with great violence. 
Both arms and his left leg were broken 
and his right ankle sprained. 

Frank DoffelTs Will. 

Frapk Doffell, by his will dated July 
23. 1904, and probated yesterday, be¬ 
queaths his property to his widow. 
Rose Doffell. who Is named executor 
without bond. 

The will of Jerry Lancaster, colored, 
who left his property to John and Mary 
Dean, was rejected on account of Im¬ 
proper execution. The will was dated 
May 2, 1904. 


A telegram from the Rev. Dr. Charles 
E. Craik yesterday announced that the 
Rev. Dr. Arthur S. Lloyd, recently 
elected Episcopal Bishop of Kentucky, 
had declined to accept the honor. Dr. 
Craik is one of the Kentucky delegates 
to the National Episcopal Conference 
now In session in Boston, Mass. 

Dr. Lloyd is now secretary of the 
General Board of Missions of the Epis¬ 
copal Church with an office In New 
York, and the telegram gives as the 
reason for his decision his obligation to 
the general church In his present posi¬ 
tion. Dr. Lloyd Is the second Bishop- 
elect to decline the honor of serving in 
Kentucky, and this is the second time 
he has been selected for a bishopric 
only to refuse. 

Ills action Is a great disappointment, 
especially to the clergy In Kentucky, 
who were strongly In his favor at the 
time of his election. The lay members 
were divided In their opinion at that 
time, and many of them voted for Dr. 
W. T. Manning, also of New York, un¬ 
til his name was withdrawn 

The refusal of Dr. Lloyd will necessi¬ 
tate another meeting of the Diocesan 
Council and another election. 

Freight Men Meet To-day. 

A meeting of the members of the 
Southeastern Mississippi alley Freight 
Association will be held to-day In the 
Galt House. It Is understod that sev¬ 
eral measures will be discussed which 
are of Interest to certain railroads. The 
meeting was called for this purpose 
but it is stated by officials that there 
Is no change In rates contemplated, nor 
is the meeting of especial slgi.iflcance 
to Louisville and surrounding territory. 
The business to be transacted !s re¬ 
ported to concern the Louisville and 
Nashville, the Illinois Central and the 
Southern railroads.

Flint—Stale Claims—Limitation—Deced¬ 
ent's Estate—In an aotlon to settle the es¬ 
tate of Miss Looey Burnett, who died In 
1901 at the age of 18, leaving a consider¬ 
able estate, a chvlm filed by Mrs. Adams 
for keeping her and <to whom all* was 
given by her mother when only three

MAY ELECT 


SINKING FUND COMMISSIONER 
AT TO-NIGHT’S MEETING. 


C. C. Mengel’s Term Has Expired and 
General Council Must Choose 
Successor This Month. 


The General Council will have several 
matters of Importance before It for its 
consideration at to-night’s meeting, and 
the election of a Sinking F\md Com¬ 
missioner may lx? taken up.

The statement 
that the city Is without funds is incor¬ 
rect, there being In the treasury yes¬ 
terday afternoon $79,284.41, but under 
the law the money cannot be used for 
the purposes for which the money will 
be borrowed and cannot be applied to 
the new fiscal > ♦ n r 

Several of the Council committees 
wMl meet this morning to consider or¬ 
dinances which will be reported to¬ 
night. The Railroad Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen will meet at 11.30 
o’clock to consider the ordinance grant¬ 
ing the Kentucky and Indiana Bridge 
Company the right to double it* main 
track- The Committee on Gas and 
Water of the lower board will also meet 
this morning. 

BANK ADVERTISING. 

An Expert Gives Some Good Advice 
To the Bankers. 

Mr. William S. Powers, an adver¬ 
tising agent of Pittsburg, recently de¬ 
livered a very Interesting address be¬ 
fore the Bankers’ Convention of Penn¬ 
sylvania. from which the following per¬ 
tinent paragraphs are taken: 

Under ordinary cohdlttons newspa¬ 
per advertising must take first rank. 
The newspaper is the universal mes¬ 
senger to the hearts and homes of the 
people, and Intelligently used news¬ 
paper advertising is just as certain to 
bring results as good stocks are to pay 
good dividends. 

Note the fact that I said Intelligent¬ 
ly used. Enough money Is w'asted 
every year in unintelligent advertising 
to make every one in this hall moder¬ 
ately wealthy. But the same Is true 
of banking as a business, or of farm¬ 
ing. or anything else In which men en¬ 
gage. The trouble is not with these 
things In themselves, but with the 
way in which they are attempted. 

Above all. advertising to be effective 
must be persistent. 

A common mistake Is to look for 
results too soon. 

There are a great, many banks in 
Pittsburg. About half of them are 
known the country- over because of 
their liberal advertising. The other 
half do not believe In advertising on 
the general plea that they can use 
their money to better advantage. 

I have gone back over tho statements 
of the last five years, comparing the 
growth of the banks that have adver¬ 
tised continuously with that of the 
banks that have advertised only now 
and then—or not at all—and this Is 
what I find: 

During the five years the banks that 
have advertised continuously have In¬ 
creased 38 per cent. In assets and, 85 
per cent. In deposits. 

The banks that have not advertised 
have increased 27 per cent. In assets 
and 11 per cent. In deposits. This rec¬ 
ord is affected necessarily by the num¬ 
erous combinations of recent years, but 
these have been eliminated as far as 
possible and the figures given are on 
the side of conservatism rather than 
otherwise.

GRAND JURY INVESTIGATES. 


M re. Perrina 8. Owen-, widow of 
William Owen, whose death occurred In 
a tragic manner on the night of Octo¬ 
ber 7, as a result of carbolic acid poi¬ 
soning. was arrested at 11:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning by Patrolmen Merrl- 
fleld and Davidson and locked up on 
the charge of murdering her husband. 
The warrant was sworn out by Patrol¬ 
man Merrlfleld. who acted on the sug¬ 
gestion of Norton L. Goldsmith, Assist¬ 
ant Commonwealth’s Attorney, after 
two witnesses were heard by the grand 
jury. Mrs. Owen was found at her 
home. 1621 Mellw-ood avenue, and was 
token to the Jail on a street car. 

The ca«e was taken up by the grand 
Jury at 10 o'clock yesterday morning 
and a score of witnesses were In the 
willing room at the courthouse to tes¬ 
tify in the case, when Mr. Goldsmith 
told Patrolman Merrifleid to secure a 
warrant for her arrest. The remain¬ 
ing witnesses were told not to wait 
longer. Merrifleid and Patrolman Da- 
vldRon, the later his working male in 
the nvHinted police service, went at 
once to the office of Alf Oldham. Clerk 
of the Police Court, and made affidavit 
on u-htch the warrant was Issued. 

• • • 

Bought Acid For Renovation. 


At the Jail Mrs. Owen talked freely 
of the charge against her. She denies 
it in toto, but admitted to those about 
her that the carbolic acid was pur¬ 
chased on the night of her husbands 
death at Nachand’s drug store, and that 
she mixed it with whisky for the pur¬ 
pose of renovating her beds and for 
sanitary purposes. She says she has 
no fear of the outcome of the eftae 
against her. and charge* that It is the 
result of «plte. 8he pays the witnesses 
against her are people who are “at 
outs” with her because she forced them 
to vacate a cottage belonging to her 
when they failed to pay rent. 

"All this Is the work of people who 
owe me money, and whom I wa« forced 
to drive out of my house because they 
wouldn’t pay me,” she said. "God Is 
with me and will give me Justice. It lx 
an outrage on an Innocent woman, but 
I will prove my innocence without 
trouble.” 

Mr* Owen at once sent for Capt. 
Flank Hagan and turned her case over 
to him. He began an Investigation of 
the affair yesterday and thinks he will 
be able to prove the falsity of the 
charge against hi* client In the prelim¬ 
inary hearing, the date of which will 
be fixed when she la arraigned In the 
Police Court to-dav. 

After turning Mrs. Owen over to the 
Jailer. Patrolman Merrifleid continued 
his work on the case and pays he con¬ 
tinue* to discover links In the chain of 
evidence. He said that when he ap¬ 
proached Mrs. Owen at her home yester¬ 
day. after the warrant was in hi* 
bands, she showed little surprise, and 
even lees w-hen she was Informed that 
the warrant charged her with so grave 
a crime. 

In her explanation of how* she came 
to purchase the poison and mix It with 
whisky, Mrs. Owen said: ”1 used it 
every year to kill vermin on my bed? 
and to sprinkle over the fioor about the 
house as a sanitary measure. Dr. Mor¬ 
ris. who attended cases of typhoid 
fever in my home,” she added, ’’told 
me to sprinkle odd and whisky about 
the rooms after we had the fever 
there/’ 

• * * 

Husband Died From Accident. 

Mrs. Owen says she believe* her hus¬ 
band's death was due to accident; that 
he secured the bottle In which she had 
placed the poisoned whisky, and swal¬ 
lowed enough of It to cause his death 
before he detected that It contained the 
acid. She Instats that to prevent such 
an occurrence she hid the poisoned bot- v 
tie behind a bed in an upstairs room 
used by her children as a sleeping 
apartment, nnd that Mr. Ow-en found 
It there and swallowed the fatal 
draught. She says she does not believe 
he took it with suicidal Intent. 

Before Mrs. Owen passed through the 
Iron door she requested that she be 
placed In the charge of the matron until 
her trial. She said she wanted to be 
about a woman who could sympathlzt 
with her. "My life has-been one long 
chain of troubles.” said Mr*. Owen feel¬ 
ingly, ’’but God Is good and will stand 
by me.” She was turned over to the 
matron and was led to an upper apart¬ 
ment, where she will remain until some 
action is taken in the case by the 
courts. Oapt. Frank Hagan w is at the 
jail in conference with the prisoner a 
short time after she was locked up, and 
after the conference his client refused 
to be interviewed, ?nylng that she had 
been advised not to discuss the case 
further. Several of her children vis¬ 
ited her during the afternoon and were 
assured by her that she has no fears 
of the outcome. 

The only witnesses examined yester¬ 
day by the grand Jury were William 
'Eppihliner, of 1805 Mellwood avenue, 
and Mrs. G. J. Field, of 1605 Mellwood 
avenue, a near neighbor of the 
accused woman. Several others 
were present, among whom were 
Mrs. Joseph Stabb, of 1500 Wash¬ 
ington street, who says Mrs. Owen con¬ 
fessed to her that she fixed the poison 
for her husband; George Kraus, of 1628 
Mellwood avenue, another near neigh¬ 
bor; Lucy Crooney, colored, who spent 
the day on which the death of Owen 
occurred at the Ow-en home, w-here ehe 
did the family Ironing. The5»e witnesses, 
with several additional, are expected to 
appear for the prosecution at the pre¬ 
liminary hearing.

MEMBER OF JAPANESE TROUPE 
RECEIVES MISSIVE FROM 
TOKIO.

There was more or less consternation 
in Louisville’s Japanese colony yester¬ 
day afternoon when the postman whose 
route lies on Market street, between 
First and Second, left ut the Hopkins 
iheaiter a large tinted envelope, bearing 
on Its back a great red seal. It may 
be added that Louisville’s Japanese col¬ 
ony is a temporary institution and Is 
composed of ten member* who are ap¬ 
pearing at the vaudeville house under 
the title of "KJtamura’s Japs.”
